It shows, he said, that 
a facility can "feel like 
home” with the right 
staff and design features, 
regardless of its size.

In 2015, the Town

agricultural issues 
and how residents are 
accommodated, and in 
December released the 
first draft of the new 
Official Plan. 

A public meeting 
on the draft plan was 
held in December, and 
comments have been 
incorporated into the 


second draft of the 
Official Plan, which is 
available for review, with 
hard copies at the town 
hall, the NOTL Public 
Library and Queenston 
Community Centre.

Hydro One problems now hidden 
from public scrutiny 


A ny future claims 
by the Liberal 
government 
of Ontario Premier 
Kathleen Wynne 
that it is committed 
to openness and 
transparency should 
be measured against 
the fact Hydro One 
has now gone dark to 
public scrutiny. 

The Liberals’ 
sale of 60% of the 
formerly public utility 


that oi 




Ontario’s electricity 
transmission system, 
and direcdy bills 1.3 
million customers, 
has freed Hydro 
One from public 
oversight, including 
watchdogs such as the 
auditor general and 
ombudsman. 

One of the first 
effects of this sale to 
private interests is that 
last week’s release of 
its annual Sunshine 
List of public servants 
paid more than 
$100,000 a year, no 
longer includes Hydro 
One employees. 

Last May, the 
Legislature’s 
independent 
watchdogs wrote an 
extraordinary letter to 
Wynne's government, 
urging it to keep 


Hydro One subject to 
their review. Without 
it, they warned: 

The Auditor General 
would not be able to 
conduct performance 
audits of Hydro One. 

The Ombudsman 
would have no ability 
to investigate public 
complaints about 
Hydro One. 

The Information and 
Privacy Commissioner 
would no longer be 
able to oversee the 
right of access to 
Hydro One records. 

The Financial 
Accountability Officer 
would not be able to 
examine the impact 
of planned Hydro 
One operations on 
consumers or the 
economy. 

The Integrity 
Commissioner would 
no longer review 
Hydro One expense 

Last December, 
Auditor General 
Bonnie Lysyk reported 
that between 2010 and 
2014, its customers 
experienced 24 per 
cent more outages 
lasting 30 per 
cent longer, while 
maintenance costs 
increased 31 per cent. 

She described Hydro 


One as “consistently 
one of the least 
reliable among large 
Canadian electricity 
distributors.” 

Meanwhile, former 
Ontario ombudsman 
Andre Marin reported 
his office had 
received hundreds 
of complaints about 
unexplained billings, 
“catch-up” bills, 
“estimated" bills, 
multiple bills and 
over-billing and that 
trying to get answers 
was like “wrestling 
with a slippery pig.” 

Marin warned 
Hydro One customers 
not to allow it to 
withdraw money from 
their bank accounts 
because in some cases 
it had overdrawn 
thousands of dollars 
and refused to return 
it, even after admitting 
it was in error. Instead, 
Hydro One would 
only give customers 
credit towards future 
billings. 

Going forward 
the public has no 
independent way of 
knowing whether 
these problems are 
being addressed, or 
getting worse.

Wayne Gates, MPP for the Niagara Falls 
riding that includes Niagara-on-the-Lake, 
makes house calls. 

He also has a Friday afternoon constit¬ 
uency office at the NOTL Public Library, 
his assistant Ryan Donnelly told town 
councillors Monday. 

Donnelly was at the meeting to remind 
councillors and the public of Gates' acces¬ 
sibility, including his willingness to help 
residents access provincial services. 

Gates began meeting the public at the 
library when he won the by-election two 
years ago, as a way of saying “we want 
to be part of this community," said Don- 

“By placing it at the public library we 
thought it was a location where people 
were already going, where they could do 
multiple things if they had to wait, where 
we could hear the news of the Town and 
where we could pay rent that went back 
into the community." 

But he and Gates have also driven to 

ing of people or to assist those who do not 
have transportation, Donnelly said. 

“Often times when dealing with pro¬ 
vincial ministries people can very easily 

through no fault of their own residents' 
files fall through the cracks and get lost on 


the ministry's end. Whatever the concern 
is - our office is there to try and fix the sit¬ 
uation with the least amount of stress on 
the resident" 

He said he's helped people access 
information on starting farms, on where 
to find small business grants, and on often 
times very confusing and very lengthy 
legislation. 

“We don’t have a magic wand and we 
can’t always solve a direct problem. But I 
can promise you that we will listen to your 
concern, we will do our best, and we will 
tell you exactly what we can or can’t do.” 

He said he wants the public to know 
that commemorative certificates are 
available for events, and if Gates’ pres¬ 
ence is requested at an event, his office 
staff will put it on his schedule. 

There is a dedicated phone line for 
NOTL, open five days a week, 9 a.m. to 5 
p.m. at 289-241 - 2238, he said. 

“Whether it’s a program or a grant or 
you’re just looking for information, all you 
have to do call.” 

“As a staff person I can tell you that over 
the last two years this community has 
been incredibly welcoming to us,” Don¬ 
nelly said. “Residents have literally invited 
us into their homes. They've shared ideas 
with us, they’ve told us what they like and 
what they don’t like. That’s a relation¬ 
ship we’d like to continue and we’d like to 
strengthen.”

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Summer heat could be a big story for 2016

After a near-record warm 
winter, amini-Polarvortexwill 
give us a cold slap of reality this 
weekend. 

But despair not, said Environ¬ 
ment Canada's senior climatol¬ 
ogist, Dave Phillips — the chill 
will likely not be a crop-killer 
and so far it’s looking like the 
summer will be warmer than 

April, however, may have 
some surprises in store. 

Phillips said the abidingprov- 
erb of our season is “til April’s 
dead, change notathread.” 

“Right now the cold air is 
never too far from the warm 
air,” said Phillips. “And it's 
what brings this yo-yo kind of 
weathed' 

This weekend could see that 
in play with high temperatures 
belowfteezing and lows of-7°C 
possible, after temperatures 
climbing well into the double 
digits this week. 

Phillips said top of mind for 
many growers is a sauauonthat

damage to apple trees and other 


This seems not too likely to

In north Niagara, the aver¬ 
age date of the last spring frost is 
April 26, Phillips noted. 

“There have been more 
Aprils with snow, where you 


are, than without,” he added. 
“So I wouldn't put away the 
snow shovels quite vet” 

This follows a winter where 
the St. Catharines area had 
about 68 cm, ofsnowMintotaL 
The normal amount is 108 cm. 

There were only 14 days 
when the temperature fell below 
-10°C, when it normally would 
see about 23 of them, with pre¬ 
cipitation in total roughly nor- 

The average temperature was 
also 2.6°C, almost three degrees 


warmer than normal. 

Phillips said the early sum- 


be warmer than normal. 

And as for buggy times, 
which some fear could follow 
a very-mild winter, the jury is 
out, he said. 

"In terms of mosquitoes, 
and (potential) West Nile 
vims, and rodents, I think we 
didn't see anything necessarily 
in the winter to suggest there’d 
necessarily be an abundance 
of those,” he said. 


For the most part, The 
Weather Network meteorolo¬ 
gist Doug Gillham backed up 

verdict on the spring and sum- 

“Wmter does have a couple 
of parting shots for us as we go 
through thefirsthalfof April,” 
Gillham said. “So it’s a bit of 
a temperature roller-coaster 
over the next couple of weeks. 

"But once we get into mid- 
April, an above seasonal tem¬ 
perature pattern will dominate 


the rest of April and May.” 

The preliminary summer 
forecast is “warmer than nor¬ 
mal,” Gillham said. 

“It’s still a little early to tell if 
this will just be a summer that 
was warmer than the past two 
summers, which were known 
for their lack of heat 

“Certainly heatwill be abig- 
ger story this summer than 
it has been the last couple of 
summers.”

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Peller puts its Signature 
on Cabernet Franc 


"J. met wtnenwker Katie 
Dickieson several times over 
the years but it's always been 
a ‘Hi, nice to meet you,’ 'very 
nice wine’ and so on relation- 

sharing a half-hour with 
her recently, I found her to be 
both very articulate and yet 
very down to earth. 

“It may be a bit small¬ 
town, but I came from a rural 
upbringing. I grew up on a 
farm. That's the reason I got 
into the industry. The sea¬ 
sonality, the vintage variation 
that's what I want to show in 
the wines.” 

Her shoulders carry the 
responsibility for about 30 
different wines in the Peller 
Estates catalog, but she is also 
the one, as she calls it, "foot- 
stomping” through the vine¬ 
yards to make the decision 
when Peller will pick and how 
the fruit is coming along. 

“I feel it's a good day if I see 
dirt on the floor,” said Dickie- 

“I need to be out there to 
see the niche success stories 
and react if I see a block that is 
performing well.” 

Working with her team, she 
oversees three tiers of Pel¬ 
ler wines; the Peller family 
series, that tends to be more 
fruit forward; Private Reserve, 
which is a little more vineyard 
focused and usually incorpo¬ 
rates some amount of barrel, 
more of a food wine with an 
extra level of complexity; and 
then the top level is the Signa¬ 
ture series, which is not neces¬ 
sarily made every year as the 
quality of the vintage dictates. 

“The inputs into that wine 
are so much greater, that 
added level of focus and 
attention,” Dickieson said of 
the Signature series. 

“Winemaking is about 
details, it’s about making as 
few compromises as possi¬ 
ble. 

“I think it's a lot of balls 
to juggle but every time you 
don’t think of the detail the 
wine suffers,” she said. 

“You want that level of 
consistency at the Peller fam¬ 
ily series, but it still speaks to 
the vintage and even more so 
our Signature series wines. I 
want them to showcase the 
day and the year they were 
grown.’’ 

Dickieson is frank in hop¬ 
ing that people can taste that 
extra level of thought given 
to the wine. 

“It's harvested on the best 


date, handpicked by the 
best crew, with the proper 
amount of thinning at the 
right time. If not then I’m not 
doing myjob.” 

She is sensible enough to 
know people just have to like 

"I want dehciousness in 

“The wine has to be likable 
as it is, I don’t want to have to 
search for reasons to like it.” 

The winemaker poured 
a glass of the 2012 Signa¬ 
ture series Cabernet Franc 
that she is especially excited 

“(Cabernet Franc) Is a 
variety that speaks to me. In 
Niagara you can buy a really 
great $12 version, but also 
really awesome Signature 

“The 2012 Signature series 
is 100 per cent from the Four 
Mile Creek,” she said. 

"The reason I’m loving this 
wine is that it’s getting better 
as it’s aging.” 

A lot to it right off the bat, 
a nice dark colour greets 
you, hinting that this will be 
a fuller wine. The aromas on 
the nose are splendid with 
subtle raspberry and black 
fruit. There is no “greenness” 
that you might sometimes 
pick up with the varietal. 

On the palate there is more 
dark fruit and some vanilla. 
There is a little puckering of 
the mouth, which means it 
would do with some good 
decanting or even a little 
more time in the bottle. 

Like the label, this wine 
is elegant but also well bal¬ 
anced with the right acidity, 
fruit and alcohol that makes 
it refreshing enough to have 
another glass (or two). 

Full but not a heavy red, it’s 
easy on it's own or even better 
with a red meat dinner. 

This is a must-have that 
shows how well we can make 
Cabernet Franc in Niagara. 

While you’re visiting the 
winery in Niagara-on-the- 
Lake sample the Signature 
series Ice Cuvee Rose. A hint 
of Gamay to the blend adds 
to the complexity of this dry 
sparkling.
